I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Repox-t  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary'-  Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year 

1962. 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  was  11,600  which  is  an  increase  on  the  I96I  Census 
figure  which  was  11, 467* 

The  Biidh  Rate  after  adjustment  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  was  18,8  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with 
16,6  in  the  previous  year  and  18,0  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole. 


The  Death  Rate  after  adjustment  T/as  12,3  per  1,000 
which  is  an  increase  of  2,5  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year 
and  an  increase  of  0*4  on  the  rsite  for  England  and  Wales, 

Infant  Mortality  on  the  other  hand  showed  a further 
decrease  having  fallen  to  the  Iovt  level  of  15  per  1,000  live 
births  from  32  for  the  year  before.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  21,4, 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
low.  Measles  cases  ixere  substantially  fewer  Tifhile  whooping 
cough  was  conspicuous  by  its  absence  during  the  j^ear. 

Tuberculosis  also  showed  a satisfactory  decline,  only 
two  new  cases  having  been  notified. 

Housing  and  General  Sanitation  continued  to  receive 
normal  attention.  Satisfactory'-  progress  was  maintained  with  the 
Council’s  Sewerage  Schemes  and  over  3OO  houses  previously 
without  main  drainage  were  connected  during  the  year. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  members  of  the  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in  the  work  generally 
throughout  the  year.

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  which  follow 
are  those  finalised  by  correction  for  inward  and  outv/ard 
transfers,  while  the  population  figure  upon  which  the  various 
rates  are  based  is  the  estimated  home  population  at  the  30th 
June,  1962,  and  includes  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed 
in  the  area.  For  each  Authority’s  area  the  Registrar  General 
issues  annual  Area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude 
birth  and  death  rates;  the  factors  contain  adjustments  for

Over  ^&fo  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are 
supplied  from  the  public  mains.  Of  the  fifteen  parishes  in 
the  district  thirteen  are  supplied  by  the  I/tid  Kent  Water  Compan;^'' 
and  two  by  the  Follcestone  and  District  Water  Company.

The 
Lydden,  Shepherdsvirell  and  Coldred  Sewerage  Scheme  was  nearing 
oompletion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Lydden  portion  of  the 
scheme  became  available  for  use  on  the  24th  September,  I962  and 
by  the  end  of  December  some  81  properties  had  been  connected  to 
this  section,  A Se\Terage  Scheme  for  St,  Margaret ’ s-at-Cliffe, 
Ringwould  and  Kingsdov/n  was  approved  by  Council  during  the  year, 
but  the  approval  of  the  Ministr;^^  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
had  not  been  obtained  by  the  end  of  the  year.

HOUSING 


Further  progress  with  slum  clearance  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  programme  was  made  during  the  year.  Formal 
action  in  respect  of  eight  unfit  houses  being  taken  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1957»  many  other  cases,  some  the  subject  of 
action  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  previous  years,  owners  were 
enabled  to  repair  and  improve  their  properties  tlius  preserving 
valuable  housing  units. 

Three  houses  v/ere  demolished  duning  the  year. 

In  addition,  7I  other  propenbies  were  inspected  for 
housing  defects  during  the  year  and  dealt  v;ith  by  informal 
action  as  required. 

In  connection  with  discretionary  improvement  grants, 
twenty-one  schemes  for  improvement  v/ere  submitted  to  the 
Council,  TT^enty  schemes  were  approved;  one  scheme  was  refused 
and  two  schemes  T/ere  subsequently  withdrawn.  Total  costs  on 
the  remaining  eighteen  schemes  amoimted  to  £8,120  and  the 
grants  to  £4,052,  Ten  schemes  Mere  completed  during  the  year. 

Thirteen  schemes  wexe  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
standard  im.provement  grants,  tv/elve  approved  and  one  refused. 
The  maximum  grant  permitted  on  the  twelve  schemes  approved 
amounted  to  £1,440» 

One  hxmdred  and  fifteen  new  houses  Avere  completed 
by  private  enterprise  during  the  year  and  sixty-one  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.
